Red Spider 
Within the past week the County 
Agent has located some red spider 
within the county. 
It is needb ss for 
a farmer to become very much alarm ­ 
ed as the red spider will not t »tally 
destroy his crop. 
It will, 
however, 
make it spotted and whenever if is 
found the best thing to d 
it to get 
rid of it immediately. 
Tin- may be 
accomplished by puling and 
burning 
the infected stalks 
which 
u unity 
cover only a small area, then dust 
with a mixture of Flowers of 
Sul­ 
phur and lime. 
Straight I lowers >f 
Sulphur may be used, but it is more 
economical and just as effective to 
use a mixture ’ consisting 
of 
one- 
third sulphur and two-thil i 
lim . 
Mix these thoroughly 
and 
scatter 
around 
the 
infected apots. 
Care 
must be taken to get the sulphur on 
the under side of the leave- as thi 
is where the spider is to be found and 
he cannot I«» killed unless 
reached 
from the under side. 
Dusting ma­ 
chines are not practical for the red 
spider as they will not get the sul­ 
phur on the under side, and also the 
infected area is too small for their 
use. 
The sulphur may lx applied by 
taking it in the hand and bending 
the stalk over and dustinp it on the 
under side of the leaf.

than any otlfi*r class of animals, but 
horses are poisoned by it and some­ 
times killed. 
While it Is poisonous 
to cattle few are injured under runge 
conditions nnd swine are probably 
not 
harmed 
at 
all 
because 
they 
promptly expel the plant by vomiting 
if they do eat it. 
This species of death camas has 
about the same poisoning power as 
the grassy death camas and 
these 
two are three times as toxic as the 
foothill variety and seven times as 
toxic as the mountain death camas. 
Although 
it 
takes about the same 
quantity of meadow camas as grassy 
camas to produce symptoms of poison­ 
ing It takes much more of it to pro­ 
duce death. 
Grassy death camas is 
the 
most 
dangerous, 
followed 
by 
meadow 
death 
camas 
and 
foothill 
death camas which are about equally 
potent In producing death. 
The results of this investigation, 
which was carried on by 
D. Marsh 
and A. B. Dlawson of the bureau of 
animal industry, have been published 
in Department Bulletin No. 1240 which 
may be had upon request by those in­ 
terested in the details of the investiga­ 
tion.

Inoculating Legumes Is 
Not Difficult Process 
To Inoculate legumes procure tin* 
dirt from tlie roots of legumes showing 
abundant imdule development, taking 
care that the ray - of a bright sun do 
not strike It (1 quart for each bushel 
of seed). 
For soy beans got dirt from beans, 
for alfaSfH and sweet clover get dirt 
either from alfalfa or from sweet 
clover. 
Allow the dirt to dry in^ a sack or 
a covered box. work it fr«m time to 
time and finally pulverize it to a * out 
plete dust. 
Dissolve six 
-unces of carpenters 
glue in one gallon of water. 
Spread the seed on a tight floor in a 
room with the windows partly dark­ 
ened 
Sprinkle on the glue solution 
uuHl th'« seed is barely moist, sthrlng 
thoroughly with a garden rake. 
Then sprinkle on slowly the dirt 
dust stirring continually w ith the rake 
until the glue solution has hardened. 
This will leave every seed covered wish 
the din dust carrying the nitrogeu- 
fixlnv bacteria. 
The seed thus prepared may be -ced­ 
ed at (»nce or sio k d and set aside for 
a week or more before seeding. 
* are 
should be t ken that 'be seed is uni­ 
formly 0< veied . - soon a- possible fol­ 
lowing the s.-eding as bright sunlight 
would destroy the Inoculation,

Legumes Have High Need 
for Application of Lime 
Best returns are secured front lime, 
by using if for legume crops such as 
alfalfa or the devers, suys 
I*. 
F. 
Schowengenlt. extension soils special­ 
ist of the Missouri College of Agrl- 
cultiJN. 
This is true 
because 
the 
legumes have a higher need for lime 
than any other farm crops grown in 
this section and because th** nitrogen 
fixing bacteria associated with these 
crops require a sweet soil In which to 
do their work. 
When 
lime 
is 
applied 
and 
the 
growth of these soil building crops 
made more successful the succeeding 
crop yields are also increased. 
if, 
on the other hand, the lime were ap­ 
plied for grain crops alone the return 
would bo much smaller. 
Wherever fanners apply lime on 
wheat land in th.* next fall or winter 
they should, by all means, sow clover 
the next spring, for In doing so they 
will 
take advantage of their best 
chance for a profit from liming. 
Many experiments in Missouri show 
that lime has increased the yield of 
el over hay enough to pay the cost of 
liming under present economic con­ 
d i t i o n s. 
The increased yields of corn, 
o a t s and wheat following the clover 
have constituted a good net profit 
above the expense of liming. 


Crop Rotation b Important 
in Preventing Damage 
Done by Worms. 


The common white grubs also called 
“grub worms," are one stage ot the 
moderately large brown beetle known 
as May beetle or ,lun** bug. The adult 
beetle feeds on the larvae of such trees 
as oak, ash, hickory, poplar, elm, wll- 
luw, walnut, locust and hackberry. 
The parent beetle emerges from the 
earth in the spring and deposits eggs 
In the soil from one to five inches deep 
and usually near gruss or weed roots. 
The eggs are laid in May and June 
and hatch in about two weeks. 
The 
young grubs hatching from the eggs 
are very smull and for a while feed on 
organic or slightly decayed vegetable 
matter in the soil. 
Later these grubs 
will attack the roots of grasses or agri­ 
cultural crops which happen to be 
growing in the field. 
Feed Near Surface. 
During the growing season for vege­ 
tation and active season of the Insects, 
the grubs feed near the surface of the 
soil. At the approach of cold weather, 
the grubs begin to burrow downward 
to avoid freezing. 
Most of the common June bugs spend 
three years in developing from the egg 
to the adult beetle. T*he grubs usually 
change to the adult sometime during 
the second or third fall of their life 
period. 
The native food of the white grub 1* 
grass roots In the meadow or pasture. 
Drops planted on sod land usually 
suffer severely from the attack of 
hordes of grubs for a period of two to 
three years. 
The white grub as a pest Is increas­ 
ing its damage to wheat in several lo­ 
calities. One of the best control meas­ 
ures where wheat Is to be grown is to 
summer fallow, that is, to plow the 
wheat land as soon as possible after 
harvest. 
(This is also a control for 
the Hessian fly.) 
Disk and harrow the 
ground frequently and prepare a firm 
seed bed. Starve the white grub. 
Rotation I* Favored. 
Rotation of crops is of great impor­ 
tance in avoiding damage by grub 
worms. 
Be et le s do not prefer to de­ 
posit eggs in fields of alfalfa, clover, 
corn, strawberries, beans or potatoes. 
Small grains are usually less attacked 
than other crops except wheat. 
Where practical, pasture the infest­ 
ed fields with swine. 
Fall plowing, 
previous to the grubs going deep into 
the ground, will help to rid the soil of 
many worms. Plow deep.—W. E. Jack­ 
son, Department of Entomology, Okla­ 
homa A. and M. College. 


.Much Can Be Prevented by 
Proper Sanitation. 


(Prepared bv the United State» Department 
of Agriculture.) 
Hog cholera caused a loss of more 
than $27,000,000 to the swine industry 
<»t the United States during the year 
ended April 30, 1024, ac cording to a re­ 
cent compilation by th** United States 
Department of Agriculture. More than 
half of the total loss occurred In the 
corn belt states, where bogs are espe­ 
cially numerous. A comparison of the 
number of bogs, with the loss caused 
by cholera in each state, shows that 
the ravages of the disease are approx­ 
imately In proportion to the hog popu­ 
lation. 
In computing the losses from hog 
cholera, specialists of the burequ of 
animal industry estimate that 80 per 
cent of losses from all causes are due 
to this dread disease. 
Most of this 
loss enn be prevented by the proper 
sanitation and tin* preventlve-serum 
treatment. 
Bulletins giving full infor­ 
mation on hog cholera, its control and 
prevention may be obtained on request 
from the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington. 


Soy Beans Prefer Heavy 
Soil and Much Moisture 
Soy beans prefer the heavier, dark 
soils and will stand a great deal of 
m o is tu re , but if this soil remains wet 
during the jfcason it should he drained. 
The soy beans should be properly in­ 
oculated. which is best done by mixing 
three or four quarts of soil secured 
from a well-inoculated field with each 
bushel of the seed. 
Prepare the soil 
as for corn and sow any time after 
corn planting, using an early variety. 
It is believed that the early plantings 
do better, however, and we would ad­ 
vise that this field he planted as soon 
us the soil can be gotten ready. If the 
soil is sour it should l>e limed and If It 
has not 
been fertilized recently it 
should receive about loo pounds of 
acid phosphate per acre. 


Suggestions on Picking 
Com to Save for Seed 
In selecting the kind of corn to save 
for seed, a great deal depends upon 
the corn plant itself. If our seed corn 
is selected In the bin alone, this im­ 
portant fact 1» lost sight of. 
Now, most good growers save seed 
corn from the good early-maturing 
plants, as they are shucking out the 
corn at harvest. The ears from these 
superior plants are thrown into a box 
at the frout of the wagon, and are kept 
separately, so that they will have the 
best of opportunities to dry quickly. 
Then, in the winter, these growers se­ 
lect out the types of ears they want 
for seed. 
In this way their seed ears 
are all of the right type and very good 
plants. 
Seed ears should come from medium- 
sized plants, which stand up straight 
and which show good evidences of ma 
turing eurly. 
These plants should be 
free from suckers and should be In av­ 
erage conditions as regards soil, mois­ 
ture, feed and light. 
Ears should be 
heavy and of medium fair size.—Waldo 
Kidder, Extension Agronomist, Colo­ 
rado Agricultural College. 


Colorado Potato Beetle 
Eradicated by Spraying 
The adult Colorado potato beetle, 
which Is about half an inch long, 
rounded, yellow in eelor, but striped 
with ten black line*-, passes the winter 
in the ground. When the potato plants 
come up in the spring the beetles ap­ 
pear to feed on th** leaves and to lHy 
eggs. 
The eggs are j laced in clusters 
on the under side of the leaves and are 
conspicuous by their yellow color. 
In 
a 
week 
small, 
plump 
slugs batch, 
which feed on the foliage for some 
three weeks, then entei t In* ground to 
pupate and about three weeks later 
emerge as adult striped beetles. 
A 
second 
generation follows 
th** 
same cycle of egg-, grub, pupa and 
adult. 
Although there Is much over­ 
lapping of the stages, tin* first genera­ 
tion of grubs is nuts abundant during 
July and August. 
It is in the grub 
stage that most of the damage is dune 
and, accordingly* a spraying with poi­ 
son should be given to ward Off their 
feeding. There is no -**t time to spray 
and »to set number Of applications. 
Either arsenate «if lead, one to two 
pounds to fifty gallons of water, or 
paris gr****n. one-half pound to fifty 
gallons, will serve, but in the latter 
ease care must be taken to keep the 
paris green well stirred while spray­ 
ing. 
Gath**ring the adult beetles by 
hand, especially In the early part of 
the season, will go a long way toward 
checking the insect.—Washlngtoh Ex­ 
periment Station. 


Cattle Ranching Is 
Becoming Intensive

800 head of cattle. 
This means that 
in many cases a ranchman must have 
permits to run a good share of his 
live stock on forest ranges.

vided, and that. *>n the other hand, 
small ranches will 
be 
consolidated 
into units of sufficient size for ec«> 
nomical operation. 
Ranchmen 
are 
now 
mainly 
con 
cerned with Improvement of the car­ 
rying capacity of forest ranges. 
It 
is to their interest, says the depart­ 
ment, that the ranges, instead of be­ 
ing exploited, should he maue .’core 
productive.

mprove Clover Yields 
by Use of Crop Rotation 
A man’s ability as a farmer may well 
be Judged by his clover fields, think 
workers of the Ohio experiment sta- 
ion. 
Large fields of heavy-yielding 
clover Invariably indicate*a good rota­ 
tion and intelligent soil conservation. 
In order to get a good stand of 
clover, good seed well Inoculated is the 
first consideration, say the Ohio men. 
Then use lime and phosphoric acid if 
the soil needs them. 
Finally, provide 
an abundance of vegetable mutter in 
the soil by using a short rotation. 
The Ohio experiment station started 
cropping a 40-acre field used for va­ 
riety testing in 1894. 
The first ten 
years the field was given one applica­ 
tion of manure for each rotation. Then 
the rotation was shortened one year by 
dropping the timothy while limestone 
and acid phosphate were added to the 
application of manure. 
As a result of the Improved treat­ 
ment of the soil, the clover yield in­ 
creased 
133 
per cent. Corn yields 
climbed from 48 to 74 bushels; oats 
from 48 to 61 bushels, wheat from 21 
to 33 bushels, and clover hay from 1.5 
tons to 8.5 tons. 


Simple Rule to Insure 
Profit From Home Garden 
Though the insect, fungus and bac­ 
terial pests that trouble garden, orna­ 
mental and orchard plants number 
among the thousands, they crib be fair­ 
ly well controlled even by the ama­ 
teur, says V. It Gardner, of the Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture. 
Fortunately, the amateur does not 
need to know all the pests by name to 
control them. 
Uet him remember that 
most cankers, leaf spots, scabs, blights, 
wilts, mildews and rusts are the work 
of fungus or bacterial diseases and 
that insects fir. of two main types— 
those that eat holes and those that 
suck juices through a bill 
and he has 
a fair chance of diagnosing accurately 
the general t ans*- <>f his trouble. Then 
let him remember that bordeaux mix­ 
ture is a leading remedy for a consid­ 
erable percent ay 
of the disease^, ar­ 
senate of lead f'u the chewing insects 
and tobacco in on** form or another for 
the sucking inserts; let him provide 
himself with these materials and with 
a good dusting apparatus or liquid 
sprayer for putting them on and he Is 
ready for the b a ttle. 
Let him remem­ 
ber that a vigorous offensive is often 
the best d efen se and take the battle 
Into the enemy's territory. 


Bordeaux Adds Greatly 
to Yield of Potatoes 
All farmers specializing in potatoes 
are advised by G. It. Bisby, until re­ 
cently of the Minnesota College of Ag­ 
riculture, and A. <4. Tolaa*. in « barge 
of potato seed certification Ip Minne­ 
sota. 
t*> use bordeaux mixture 
far 
spraying purposes. 
Hitch spraying will 
be commercially profitable, they say, 
and insure against late blight. 
Ad­ 
vantages of the use of this mixture for 
spraying potatoes are thus summarized 
by them: 
Prevents late blight of potatoes. 
Reduces losses fro id Oilier leaf dis­ 
eases. and repels certain Insects, 
Tends to produce more vigorous tu­ 
bers, as shown by their performances 
in various par-, of the state. 
Increases yields under farm condi 
thins in various parts of the state. 
Messrs. Bisby and Toluus have col 
laborated in preparing Bulletin 192 of 
the agrh*ulturul experiment station of 
the state university. They discuss the 
experiments made with I ord* aux mix 
ture sprays on potatoes at University 
farm for 16 years, finding that the 
average increase in yield from spray 
ing. in the absence of late blight, has 
been more than 80 bushels an acre for 
late varieties and about 27 bushels for 
early varieties. 
Good results are also 
reported from the substations, particu­ 
larly 
from 
Urookston. 
Homemade 
bordeaux mixture Is the best applica­ 
tion for large acreages, at least. 
The 
cost of making and applying Is com 
paratively small. 


Pay especial attention to companion 
and follow crops. 
A companion crop 
is one that grows simultaneously with 
another. A follow crop Is, as its name 
indicates, something to follow and use 
the same soil after the first crop is 
harvested. Com or cabbage would he 
a follow crop for radishes, early beans, 
lettuce or spinach. 
Parsley or carrots sown with radish 
seed is a companion crop, the seeds 
germinating in succession and the rad­ 
ishes being pulled as they mature 
while the parsley or carrots, taking 
longer to germinate, will keep right on 
growing among the radishes and con­ 
tinue after they have been pulled. 


Example of Companion Crop. 
Early cabbage plants set at Inter­ 
vals of is inches among rows of early 
radishes or young onions to keep grow­ 
ing when the radishes and onions h* ve 
been pulled give another example of 
the companion crop. 
By tabulating follow and companion 
crops closely and accurately the ground 
Is used to 11« full capacity and the 
greatest yield secured front the gar­ 
den. 
Plan for all the soil can carry. 
Fertilize t<* make It carry a full bur­ 
den of vegetables from frost to frost. 
Rotation of Crops. 
Potation of crops Is important. 
It 
is wise not to plant plant« of the same 
botanical order In the same positions 
year in and year <*ut. Beans and pens 
should move across the garden and 
back from year t<* year. 
Members <*f 
the cabbage family should be shifted 
In their position. 
So also should corn 
as each of these vegetables exhausts 
certain elements In the soil In time 
and may also have disease germs. 
A convenient way of securing this 
rotation is t<> draw a plan which you 
can reserve. 
When you plant it from 
Jett t<* right this year, next season turn 
it around and plant the same plan 
from right to left. 
In this way the 
shift will he made with the exception 
of the central rows. 
After you have 
worked this for :t season or two, a 
new plan can he drawn to give acre 
diversity of planting to the central 
subjects. 


Economical to Use Be it 
Kind of Oil on Tractor 
“Rapid deterioration, laek of power, 
overheating, consumption of more fuel 
and rais’d carbonizing of the cylinder, 
are some of th** inevitable results when 
a cheap grade of tractor oil Is used,' 
says F. W. Duffee of Wisconsin. “The 
best oil that can be bought is none too 
good to use In a machine working un­ 
der extreme condition» of temperature 
and bearing pressure.” 
The cost of lubricating oil Is a very 
•mall part of the total cost of operating 
a tractor, including repairs, interest on 
Investment and depredation. The dif 
ference in cost between cheap oil anil 
the best oil is, in most rases, not more 
than 2 or 3 per cent of the total cost 
of operating the machine. 
The cheap 
oil will cost more in the long run. a t It 
will 
nrnan more repair» and 
more I L e g l i m e S P l ’O d llC e C laSS 
trouble. 
Duffee finds that the recommenda 
tlons of the manufacturers had best he 
followed as to just what oils are suited 
to their machines. 
Reliable manufa* 
turers are highly interested In the lif«1 
nnd satisfaction of their machines and 
go to considerable expense todet«*rmine 
the best oils to use. 


Avoid Cutting Com for 
Silage When Immature 
One of the few cases where a man 
bad better !>«* to*» late than too early 
Is in the time of filling th** silo. B> all 
means avoid cutting silage corn too 
early. Silage from immature corn turns 
sour, Is less palatable than when prop 
erly* 
made, and 
has lower feeding 
value. 
Best results are obtained by 
commencing to fill while the leaves of 
the upper part of th** stalks are yet 
green, but not until the kernels are dis 
tlnctly dented, in «lent varieties, or con­ 
siderably hardened in others. 
Its full feeding value runnot he ob­ 
tained until tie' soft dough stage is 
reached. 
Th«* lower leaves will then 
be dead, some of the husks will have 
turne«! brown, and the ears will be 
hard, but the stalks and upper leaves 
of the plants will still he green and 
succulent. 
When -ilage corn is so dry that the 
cut fodder dq^s not feel moist, sro it is 
squeezed in the hand, water should be 
added at filling lime. This «-an bent be 
accomplished by 
turning a running 
hose into the blower. 
The amount of 
water to he used will depend on the 
rale of tilling. 
Aim to make the <*ut 
fodder moist enough to pack down 
solidly. 
It is well to give el*»** atten­ 
tion to the matter of cutting th«* corn 
at the proper time. An error then may 
roeayi feed wasted instead of feed con­ 
served. 


Cause of Barren Stalks 
Poor seed is by far tin* greatest 
cause of barren stalk« In a cornfield. 
They are also caused by Insects and 
diseases that attack the plant about 
the time thut the ear Is beginning to 
form. 
The corn root worm, the com­ 
mon white grub and the corn root 
aphis will accomplish the same result. 
A thin »oil that Is Dot adapted to corn 
will often produce large numbers of 
barren stalk», and corn that is planted 
too thick will <4t> the same.

They make for larger yield 
per acre of a

The clov 
ers are grown for hay, for pasture 
(especially sweet clover for cattle

The soy beans are grown 
for the seed as a feed for live stock 
also to sell for seed. 


Pasture Sow and Litter 
The sow and litter should be on 
good rape pasture and. immediately 
after weaning, the sow's ration should 
be increased so that she will gain at 
least «»tie pound pen day until breed 
ing. After breeding she should con 
tiaue to gain, but at a slower rate 
81m* should he in good condition 
farrowing time, but not fat.

separately, so th a t they will have th e 
best of op po rtun ities to dry quickly.
